3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years.

5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the 


School Board and Truant Officer and fix the compensa- 
tion of any other officers or agents of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, or officers chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in 
relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see if the district will vote to make any 
alteration in the amount of money required to be 
assessed for the ensuing year for the support of public 
schools and the payment of the statutory obligations 
of the district, as determined by the school board in its 
annual report.: 


9. To choose a trustee to represent the district on 
the board of trustees of McGaw Normal Institute for 
the ensuing three years. 


10. To see if the district will vote to hold an annual 
prize speaking contest by the scholars of the district 
schools of the town, to be conducted under the direc- 
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tion of the school board, providing a trust fund of two 
thousand dollars is established to provide the prizes. 
First prize shall be ten dollars, second prize five dollars, 
third prize one dollar and shall be awarded by a dis- 
interested judge, or judges. Should the income of said 
fund ever be increased to four per cent, then the first 
prize shall be twenty-five dollars, second prize fifteen 
oreae third prize ten dollars and fourth prize five 
ollars. 


Any scholar who has lived in Merrimack for at least 
one year and never attended any high school may com- 
pete for the above named prizes. A scholar who wins 
the first prize shall be disqualified for further competi- 
tion, a scholar who wins second or third prize may 
compete until he or she has won first prize. Only 
scholars whose parents have been residents of Merri- 
mack for at least one year shall be eligible to compete 
in these contests.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Town of 
Merrimack: — 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


There is little change from the general situation as 
reported last year. Teachers are still very hard to get. 
It looks now as if the situation would continue for 
three or four years, even under the best of conditions. 
The changes in our teaching force for this year are as 
follows: Hester Bickford replaced Mrs. Erika Rizzi at 
McGaw. Mrs. Virginia Murphy replaced Mary Mona- 
han in the upper grades at Reed’s Ferry. Mrs. Myrtie 
Sargent replaced Mrs. Marjorie Dickey at Reed’s Pond 
and we finally secured Mrs. Edith Dean to replace 
Helen Cafantaris at South Merrimack. ) 


There seems to be a very real problem in the South 
Merrimack District. Both of the school buildings are 
_of the old type country school. If that section of the 
town could be served as the other three sections of the 
town are now served, with a modern two-room build- 
ing, it would make a very satisfactory arrangement. 
Certainly the people of South Merrimack are not as 
well served as the other sections of the town. I recom- 
mend that a committee of interested citizens be ap- 
pointed to study this situation and report at the 1946 
annual district meeting. 

We are able to care for the high school problem by 
carrying on McGaw as usual. The situation for the 
coming year is very uncertain and in all probability we 
will not be able to hold our teaching staff. If, when 
the time comes, it is impossible to secure experienced 
teachers we shall have to consider closing the school 
until the teacher problem has been solved. 

As anticipated last year we had to transfer pupils 
from Merrimack Village to Reed’s Ferry. Thanks to 
the cooperation of parents and pupils our whole school 
system has been greatly improved. While the expense 
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has not been great, it has meant some increase in 
transportation costs. The plan will be continued as 
long as it is necessary. 

In closing I wish to express thanks especially to the 
school board and teachers and many interested parents 
who have cooperated in carrying out plans which have 
made necessary changes successful and added greatly 
to the efficiency of the schools.

REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER OF 
McGAW INSTITUTE 


McGaw opened on September 6th to begin its ninety- 
fifth year of providing a high school education for the 
young people of Merrimack. Since the beginning of 
the school year we have reached an enrollment of 
forty-eight pupils but at present we have dropped back 
to forty-three. 

Of the four members of the Class of ’44, Richard 
Norton is in the Army and was drafted before he had 
an opportunity to graduate; Forrest Bean is in the 
Navy, Clifford Greenleaf in the Marines and Leora 
Haight is in training at the Nashua Memorial Hospital. 
Excellent reports concerning these people are constant- 
ly coming to the Headmaster, and the community can 
well be proud of them. 

Approximately eighteen of our students are regular- 
ly employed in industry after school hours. This is a 
credit to our young people and in most cases bring's 
about a seriousness in their school work that they 
might not otherwise have. 

During -the last year a new type of report our was 
adopted. To the regular marks has been added an 
opportunity to check Attitudes, Health and Citizenship, 
thus helping students and parents alike, to note rea- 
sons for any particular successes or failures. 

Our orchestra, boys and girls choruses and athletic 
program continue as in the past. The school has been 
pleased to join with other organizations in the presen- 
tation of a play, the Father and Sons Banquet and 
social events in general. 

Miss Hester Bickford is conducting an improved 
School Lunch Program. Thirty-one pupils regularly 
have a hot lunch during the winter months. 

The transportation problem is still with us and be- 
comes more serious as the days go by. At the first 
opportunity the town should take some action along 
this line.
